When it taxied down 
to its hanger this morning there 
was but ten gallons of fuel left 
in its tanks. 

Both Pond and Kingsford-Smith 
were bitterly disappointed by the! 

Especially since they 
were within a few hours of the 
mark established by the German 
aviators. 

They attributed their failure to 
the low temperature which has 
hag held this vicinity in its grip 
for the past two days. 

“If the temperature had not | 
been so low” Pond explained, “we | 
believe we could have kept aloft | 
for at least 55 hours.” 

The first twelve hours of the 
flight, according to the airmen, 
was made under ideal conditions. | 
After that, they said, it was a! 
battle. Both aviators suffered! 
from the intense cold. Pond as- | 
serted that at times he was so 
cold that he could scarcely handle |
